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A Coup for Cancer Care? 


Testing drugs on cell 
samples in a lab may 
offer better treatment 


A 24-year-old man endures 350 sur- 
geries since childhood to remove 
noncancerous growths that keep 
coming back in his throat and have 
spread to his lungs, threatening his 
life. Now doctors have found a way 
to help him by way of a scientific 
coup that holds promise for mil- 
lions of cancer patients. 

The bizarre case is the first use 
in a patient of a new discovery: how 
to keep ordinary and cancerous cells 
alive indefinitely in the lab. 

As described in Thursday’s 
New England Journal of Medicine, 
doctors were able to grow “mini 
tumors” from each patient’s can- 
cer in a lab dish, then test various 
drugs or combinations on them to 


Backstory 


The 24-year-old man described in 
Thursday's New England Journal of 
Medicine has recurrent respiratory 
papillomatosis, or RRP. It’s usually 
caused by infection at birth with cer- 
tain types of a virus, HPV, that causes 
genital warts. The condition causes 
wartlike growths in the throat that 
are usually noncancerous but can 
turn malignant, and even benign ones 
can prove fatal if they spread to the 
lungs. The main treatmentis surgery. 
About 10,000 or more inthe U.S. have 
the disease, said Jennifer Woo, presi- 
dent of the RRP Foundation. (AP) 


see which works best. It takes only 
a few cells from a biopsy and less 
than two weeks to do, with materi- 
als and methods common in most 
hospitals. 

Although the approach needs 
more testing against different types 


of cancer, researchers think it could 
offer a cheap, simple way to person- 
alize treatment without having to 
analyze each patient’s genes. 

“We see a lot of potential for it,” 
said one study leader, Dr. Richard 
Schlegel, pathology chief at George- 
town Lombardi Comprehensive 
Cancer Center in Washington. 

An independent expert agreed. 
For infections, it’s routine to grow 
bacteria from a patient in lab dishes 
to see which antibiotics work best, 
Dr. George Q. Daley of Children’s 
Hospital Boston and the Harvard 
Stem Cell Institute said. “But this 
has never been possible with can- 
cer cells because they don’t easily 
grow in culture,” he said. 

The new technique may reveal 
in advance whether a person would 
be helped by a specific chemother- 
apy, without risking side effects 
and lost time if the drug doesn’t 
work. “Pretty nifty,” Daley said.

Insults to the Islamic Prophet 
Muhammad are part of an orga- 
nized assault on Muslim religious 
and cultural values and cannot be 
brushed aside, Egyptian President 
Mohamed Morsi said Wednesday, 
rejecting the case for free speech 
made by President Barack Obama 
just a day earlier. 

“The obscenities that I have 
referred to that were recently 
released as part of an organized 
campaign against Islamic sancti- 
ties are unacceptable,” Morsi said, 
referring to a crude Internet video 
that mocks Islam. 

In an address before the U.N. 
General Assembly that marked his 
debut as an international states- 
man, Egypt’s first democratical- 
ly elected president presented an 
unapologetically Islamic view of 
world events and Egypt’s role in 
them. He said outrage over insults 
to Islam does not justify violence 
but said nothing directly about the 
attack two weeks ago on the U.S.

“Egypt respects freedom of 
expression,” he said.

Morsi also said Egypt would 
argue for Palestinian rights and to 
end what he called illegal occupa- 
tion of Arab lands, the Israeli occu- 
pation of the West Bank. 

He never mentioned the U.S., 
Egypt’s largest foreign benefactor, 
but much of his message appeared 
aimed at setting boundaries for 
Egypt’s relationship with the West. 
Both Egypt and the U.S. have a 
strong interest in keeping their long 
partnership intact. U.S. aid is vital 
to Egypt’s economy, and Egypt is a 
key Arab power broker and coun- 
terterrorism partner. 

The Obama administration 
is working to help Egypt secure 
a badly needed loan from the 
International Monetary Fund, 
but talks have been delayed.

Blasts Rock Syrian Capital for Second Day ; 


Damas 


Two suicide car bombers struck 
Syria’s army command headquar- 
ters Wednesday in Damascus, kill- 
ing four guards and engulfing a key 
symbol of President Bashar Assad’s 
embattled regime in flames, state 
media and witnesses said. 

The twin blasts were followed 
by several hours of gunbattles 
between rebel fighters and regime 
forces in Damascus. A reporter for 


an Iranian TV channel was killed 
by gunfire near the clashes, and a 
correspondent for another Irani- 
an station was wounded. 

The brazen rebel attacks in the 
heart of the Syrian capital high- 
lighted their determination to 
bring down Assad as the coun- 
try’s civil war intensifies. It was the 
second day of bombings to shake 
the capital. 

Witnesses said the explosions 
were followed by hours of gunfire.

A Syrian army statement said “ter- 
rorists” — a term the regime rou- 
tinely uses for the rebels — in the 
area opened fire randomly to scare 
people, adding that authorities were 
pursuing the gunmen. 

The rebels’ Free Syrian Army 
claimed responsibility for Wednes- 
day’s attacks.

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Will new voting laws be 


the hanging chads of 2012? 


Will the election be 
‘a complete meltdown’? 


Changes to voting laws may create chaos 


akin to the 2000 debacle, experts warn 


New voting laws in key states could 
force a lot more voters to cast provision- 
al ballots this election, delaying results 
in close races for days while election 
officials scrutinize ballots and cam- 
paigns wage legal battles over which 
ones should get counted. 

New laws in such competitive states 
as Virginia, Florida, Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin could leave the outcome of 
the presidential election in doubt — if 
the vote is close — while new laws in 
Kansas, Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Tennessee could delay results in 
state or local elections. 

Some new laws requiring voters 
to show identification at the polls are 
still being challenged in court, adding 
to the uncertainty as the Nov. 6 elec- 
tion nears. 

“Tt’s a possibility of a complete melt- 
down for the election,” said Daniel 
Smith, a political scientist at the Uni- 
versity of Florida. 

Provisional ballots don’t get much 
attention if an election is a landslide. 
But what if the vote is close, as the polls 
suggest in the race between President 
Barack Obama and Republican Mitt 
Romney? 

Most of today’s voting nightmares 


go back to Florida in 2000, when the 
results of balloting and thus the win- 
ner of the presidential contest were not 
known for weeks after Election Day. 
Questions about recount irregularities 
and the validity of ballots with hanging 
chads — paper fragments still attached 
to punch-card ballots — preceded the 
eventual declaration that George W. 
Bush had won the state by 537 votes 
and was the next president. 

“In a close election, all eyes are 
going to be on those provisional bal- 
lots, and those same canvassing boards

Early voting can begin 45 days be- 
fore the election, though states 
vary as to when, or whether, they

Early voting begins Tuesday in Ohio, 
acritical battleground state. It’s a 
good bet that early voting there will 
surpass 2008 levels.

Florida could see a big increase 
in provisional ballots — and in turn 
become a repeat source of election frus- 
tration — because the state has tight- 
ened its change-of-address require- 
ments. 

Four years ago, Florida voters 
cast about 36,000 provisional bal- 
lots. About half of them were eventu- 
ally counted. 

This year, Florida could have 
300,000 provisional ballots, said 
Michael McDonald, an election expert 
at George Mason University. 

“You want to see chaos in Florida? 
There it is,’ McDonald said. 

The federal election law passed in 
response to the 2000 presidential elec- 
tion gives voters the option to cast a 
provisional ballot if poll workers deny 
them a regular one. Voter ID laws could 
slow the count even more. 

“Americans have gotten used to the 
expectation that you could turn on the 
TV and you would know that night 
who won the election, even after Flor- 
ida in 2000,” said Edward B. Foley, a 
law professor at Ohio State University. 
“But this could be an election in which 
we don’t know the answer for several 
days.”

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Monument Work to Begin 


Contractor chosen to 
repair damage done 
by 2011 earthquake 


The National Parks Service on 
Wednesday selected a Califor- 
nia-based contractor to repair the 
earthquake-damaged Washington 
Monument. 

Tutor Perini Management Ser- 
vices Group has been awarded a 
$9.6 million contract to repair the 
monument. 

This will not be the contrac- 
tor’s first foray into Washington. 
Officials said the firm previous- 
ly worked on the Ronald Reagan 
Building. 

Two months of pre-construc- 
tion work is expected to take place 
before workers can begin putting

a scaffold over the monument, offi- 
cials said. The scaffolding will be 
similar to the one that surrounded 
the structure when it underwent a 
major restoration in 2002. 


Officials said it will take four to 
six months to complete scaffolding 
on the entire 555-foot structure. 

Officials declined to give an esti- 
mate as to when the repairs might 
be completed, citing weather and 
other potential construction delays, 
as well as the presidential inaugu- 
ration in January, as factors that 
could affect the work. 

“We're doing everything we can 
to get the monument open, and 
we're not wasting any time,” said 
Bob Vogel, superintendent of the 
Park Service’s National Mall and 
Memorial Parks. 

Officials with the National Park 
Service said in July that the monu- 
ment could be closed until 2014. 

The marble and granite mon- 
ument was extensively damaged 
by the 5.8 magnitude earthquake 
that struck the area last Aug. 23.

When it comes to her solo shows, 
Sutton Foster is the boss. 

“Tt’s exciting to have creative control 
over something,” the Broadway singer 
says of her upcoming performance at 
George Mason University’s Center for 
the Arts on Saturday. “In the middle 
of the evening, I can be like, ‘Ehhhh, I 
don’t want to do that’” 

Foster, 37, has a giant songbook to 
choose from; though she earned her 
slavish fan base in musical theater, the 


set lists for her live shows encompass 
anything she wants. 

Foster and music director Michael 
Rafter are “working on a lot of stuff from 
the ’20s and ’30s, a lot of standards,” she 
says, mentioning Cole Porter and Duke 
Ellington as current favorites. 

“We're working on an arrangement 
of ‘Nice ’n’ Easy; and the version I heard 
was Frank Sinatra’s. We start playing 
around with it and find our version of 
it, and it’s a totally different take on the 
song, and that’s ours.” 

Foster’s story is out of a Broadway 
musical: In 2002, she went from 
understudy to the title role in “Thoroughly 
Modern Millie” winning critical acclaim 
and her first of two Tony awards.

“Bunheads” was created by Amy

“Gilmore Girls.” The show, recently 
renewed for a second season, has 
Sherman-Palladino’s trademark patter 
and strong women, this time with 
ballet. (The title refers to the traditional 
ballerina updo.) 

Foster found she had to embrace a 
different kind of flexibility for television 
— one that didn’t require her to touch 
her nose to her knees. 

“Every day there was an adjustment,” 
she says.

wasn’t on me — to the point where 
the [director of photography] and the 
director were like, ‘You don’t have to 
kill yourself?” 

Other stage habits also died hard. 

“In theater, you have eight weeks 
of rehearsal, and that’s when everyone 
backstage is doing everything, and then 
it’s up to us to keep it running,” she says. 
Once the curtain opens, the costumes, 
lights, sets, directing, makeup, 
hair, lyrics, lines, choreography and 
everything else that makes a musical 
such a spectacle are done. 


“When you’re 
onstage, you’re 
always seen. You’re 
never off-camera.” 


With TV work, actors fall somewhere 
in the middle of the creative process. “A 
lot of your performance is in the hands 
of the editor,” Foster says. “You can 
be like, ‘I don’t feel I nailed that take’ 
Then you watch it the way it’s edited 
together, and it’s fantastic.” 

That large-scale collaboration is 
lacking when it comes to Foster’s live 
shows — there’s no tap-dancing chorus 
backing her up, no editor to cover a 
missed note or a flubbed lyric. On 
the other hand, there’s no director or 
choreographer telling her exactly how 
the show should go. 

“It’s great to be able to stand 
onstage as yourself, with no costume or 
anything, and just say, ‘Hey, I’m me.”

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Lynn Povich helped 
shatter a glass ceiling 
for female journalists 


Lynn Povich was a “good girl,” a 
smart, well-educated woman from 
D.C. who landed a job as a fact- 
checker at Newsweek in the 1960s 
— back when Newsweek never hired 
women to be writers or editors. 
All that began to 
change on March 
16, 1970, when 
Povich and 45 
female co-workers 
sued the magazine 
on charges of gen- 
der discrimina- 
tion. The women 
won, and Povich went on to become 
Newsweek’s first female senior edi- 
tor. She describes the early years 
of her career in the new book “The 
Good Girls Revolt.” 


You won a historic lawsuit with 
your co-workers, but, as you write, 
some women on staff weren't even 


interested in being promoted at 
the time. 

This is a story about women in tran- 
sition, who were raised in the 40s 
and ’50s to be good girls: be nice, be 
attractive to men, get married and 
have children. And coming of age in 
the 60s, when the women’s move- 
ment, the civil rights movement, the 
antiwar movement all took place, 
it was hard to challenge every- 
thing we'd been raised to believe a 


woman’s role should be. 


You were initially represented by 
Eleanor Holmes Norton, who today 
is D.C.’s congresswoman. 

We didn’t know her record when 
we approached her. We’d been 
thinking we might not be very 
appealing to her, a bunch of high- 
ly educated middle-class white 
women. But she was intrigued 
by [the case] from the very begin- 


ning. First of all, she was a fem- 
inist. And she was a prominent 
black woman who believed that 
black women should be part of the 
women’s movement. Also, she was 
fascinated by taking a case that 
was professional women. 


What made you stay at Newsweek 
once you realized it was a discrimi- 
natory place? Why not leave? 

A lot of us got hired because we

wanted to work and have a job, but 
we weren't very career-oriented. The 
idea was just to be in an interest- 
ing place, which Newsweek was. 
Even after the suit, after women 
started becoming reporters and 
even writers, it was a very exciting 
and interesting place to be. A lot 
of the women in the suit actually 
ended up having lifetime careers 
at Newsweek very successfully.

How do you feel about diversity in 
newsrooms today? 

I don’t think we’ve done very 
well, frankly. Women are every- 
where; they’re not in the very top 
of management, but you can’t go 
into a newsroom and not find a 
lot of women. But there are still 
very few people of color. I think 
our profession is still pretty white.

GEORGE WASHINGTON SLEPT/ATE/PARTIED HERE 


This tavern, built around 1785, was a 
gathering place for dudes who wanted to 
smoke, debate and occasionally brawl, 
then cram eight to a room upstairs, where 


they shared mattresses, chamber pots and bedbugs. 


George Washington and other 
luminaries worked, dined and 
slept here also, albeit in the nicer 
rooms. A hotel was added in 1792; 
Englishman John Gadsby took 
over in 1796 and turned the place 
into Alexandria’s equivalent of the 
Four Seasons. 

The older building’s rooms 
are now vermin-free; the docents’ 
vivid descriptions of 18th-century 
hygiene make up for this. If you’re 


squeamish, cover your ears when 
the guide starts talking about 
dentists. The hotel ballroom, where 
Washington had two birthday 
parties and Thomas Jefferson an 
inaugural ball, is a vision in sky- 
blue woodwork and red velvet.

David Byrne and St. Vincent join forces with an old-school big band 


Beyond illustrating what Jay-Z and Kanye West do together when they’re in Paris, 
“Watch the Throne” showed us that when two music heavyweights get together — and egos are 
cast aside — incredible collaboration is possible. While former Talking Heads frontman David 
Byrne and indie chanteuse St. Vincent (nee Annie Clark) may not have quite the swag of Jay or 
’Ye, each is a strong, eccentric music-maker in his or her own right, and their pairing has been 
met with excitement in the rock world. Almost three years in the making, Byrne and Clark’s 
just-released “Love This Giant” was birthed in the spirit of cooperation. To borrow 
a line from Byrne, well, how did they get here? We'll explain. evoi creensers (express) 


St. Vincent 


Before becoming a successful solo artist, Annie Clark was 
amere side-woman, playing in the cult-like choral group the 
Polyphonic Spree and as a backing musician for mystic folkie 
Sufjan Stevens. Clark came into her own with St. Vincent's 
second album, 2009's “Actor,” which pulled from influences as 
far-ranging as baroque pop and punk rock. Last fall's

Bringing his YA novel 
to the screen, Stephen 
Chbosky gets inside 

the minds of outsiders 


“T directed one microbudget indie 
feature,” Stephen Chbosky says of 
his previous experience as a film- 
maker. “Half of it is really good.” 

OK, so maybe Chbosky didn’t 
quite have the résumé to take the 
helm of “The Perks of Being a Wall- 
flower.” But the author of both the 
screenplay and the source (a pow- 
erful Young Adult epistolary novel 
that keeps getting itself banned in 
high school libraries for your typ- 
ical drug-sex-drinking-gay rea- 
sons) found the transition wasn’t 
that difficult, thanks in part to his 
writing style. 

“T think in images, and I think 
in sounds. I hear them spoken 
when I write,” Chbosky says. “Since 
most of my training was in screen- 
writing and film, I wrote the book 
with movies in mind.” That doesn’t 
mean moving the story from book 
to screen was a breeze. “Because it 
was an epistolary novel, it was still 
difficult as [expletive].” 

Part of that expletive-deleted 
difficulty arose because the novel 
is told solely from the point of view 
of Charlie (played in the film by 
Logan Lerman), a bookish teen- 
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‘J think in images,

ager who survives high school 
with the help of friends Sam and 
Patrick (Emma Watson and Ezra 
Miller). 

Because it’s Charlie’s story, he’s 
a reliable narrator in the book, 
Chbosky says. “In the movie, you 
have to earn it,” he says. “You have 
to write it so the audience feels the 
same way Charlie feels.” 

The film, which opens locally 


Friday, allowed Chbosky to tell his 
story in a way a book never could. 

“The one thing that really 
works in the film is juxtaposition,” 
he says. “You can show the same 
person as a 7-year-old boy and a 
16-year-old boy in the same kitch- 
en [simultaneously]. Those images 
put together were what was worth 
a thousand words.” 

Some of those words and imag- 


es might not have sat well with the 
MPAA ratings board — “Wallflow- 
er” contains underage drinking, 
drug use, sex, violence and sexual 
abuse — but Chbosky took steps to 
make sure the film wasn’t slapped 
with a knee-jerk R rating. 

“T understood, by studying 
movies, the general boundaries,” 
he says. “I tried to tell the story 
that way, and the MPAA was 
very open from the beginning. 
For the most part, if a 13-year- 
old girl wants to get the book, she 
can find it. I needed to have the 
movie available to that person.”

With these meals, fancy tableside presentations come gratis 


Aside from identifying an incognito celebrity or overhearing a messy 
breakup, eating out at a restaurant lacks theatrical value. The experience is 
predictable, says Vincent Lee, the assistant manager at Korean restaurant 
Honey Pig in Annandale, Va.: “You place your order, a waitress brings your 
food, you eat it and then leave.” But for diners craving a side of excitement 
with their T-bones, some restaurants offer dramatic tableside preparations and 
presentations. At Honey Pig, for instance, servers cook seasoned meat, Korean 
barbecue-style, on gas-fired grills in the center of each table. “They can tell you 
what tastes good and what goes best with what,” Lee says. “They’ll guide you, 
so your meal turns out for the best.” Here are four of our favorite dishes served 
with flair and best enjoyed with a group of friends. nottey simmons (express) 


Nam-Viet 

3419 CONNECTICUT AVE. NW;

It's not every day that your server intentionally 
lights something aflame at your table. But at 
Nam-Viet, the fiery display comes standard 
when you order this crunchy-sweet dessert ($6). 
Unlike the New Orleans-born bananas Foster, 
the banana in the Vietnamese version is deep- 
fried with an egg-and-flour coating. The toasty 
fruit arrives at your table, where a server tops 

it with sesame seeds, followed by maple syrup 
and Paramount 151 rum. Then, the server lights 
the whole combination on fire, rotating the 
banana using tongs until the flame goes out. “It’s 
the perfect amount of burnt,” says manager Ray 
Caleon. “The flame helps the rum flavor sink into 
the banana and makes it crispier.”

The time and effort 
that go into this 
signature Beijing 
dish ($39, feeds 
four) is dizzying.

The meat isn’t the only thing that’s raw at this Annandale Korean BBQ joint: 
Corrugated metal walls and a stripped concrete floor give the space the feel of an 
unfinished, underground lair. The decor (modeled after a typical casual restaurant 
in Korea) means there's Little to distract you from such dishes as pork neck, beef 
intestine and, our favorite, spicy pork belly ($15). For the last, “we bring 
out two slabs of thickly sliced pork belly that have been marinated ina 
spicy sauce and toss them on the grill at your table,” assistant manager 
' Vincent Lee says. It’s best enjoyed with steamed rice, traditional side 
dishes such as kimchee, and lettuce (which can be used to wrap the 
ingredients for easy eating). If you're up for it, you can request to cook 
for your table. “It's a communal experience,” Lee says.

Sukiyaki is a traditional Japanese 
stew-like dish of meat and vegetables 
containing a high amount of sugar 
(recipes often call for at least 5 
tablespoons). That sweet stuff gives 

the dish its signature taste. “We use so 
much sugar because it adds flavor and 
makes the beef more tender,” says head 
waitress Yanoko Manigan. At Tono Sushi, 
the dish ($42, feeds four) is prepared at 
your table on a portable gas grill by a 
server in traditional Japanese garb. First, 
thinly sliced beef and tofu are sauteed 
with vegetables such as onions, Napa 
cabbage, shiitake and oyster mushrooms 
and carrots. Next, a sukiyaki sauce 

made of soy sauce, sugar and mirin (a 
condiment comparable to sake) is poured 
into the pot. The result is a saccharine- 
savory soup that may taste peculiar if 
you've never had it before. Diners are 
encouraged to eat it in a novel way, too: 
“We serve the dish with a side of raw 
egg,” Manigan says, “so you can dip 
[bites] in that to cut the sweetness.”

Yes, the jambalaya, shrimp and grits 
and mint juleps build a case for the 
name on the facade. But what the 
co-owner of Southern Hospitality, 
Anthony Lupo, wants his customers 
to know is that personalized service 
is as much a priority as what appears 
on the menu. 

For sure, genuine hospitality 
flavored each of my visits to the 
new-since-January restaurant in 
Adams Morgan. 

“Ts there anything else I can 
get you right now?” asks a genial 
server. She has just dropped off 
a strapping platter of boneless 
fried chicken, collard greens and 
macaroni and cheese that looks 
like enough fuel for a party. 

“A second stomach?” I reply. 

When she comes to take my 
plate, the server lets me know with 
a wink that she hasn’t forgotten 
my request: “I looked all over 
here, but I couldn’t locate another 
stomach.” 

Another of the restaurant’s 
selling points can be seen from 
blocks away: a front patio designed 
with everything. There are fans for 
hot weather, lamps for cool days, 
a sturdy awning to ward off 
rain. It’s a great stage for 
people-watching at 18th 
Street and Columbia 
Road NW. 

The restaurant’s 
interior is nice enough, 
but the combination of 
brick walls, granite bar and long 
chandeliers can’t compete with a 
breeze and a beer on a linen-draped

table outdoors, which is where I’ve 
parked myself. (A second floor is 
available for private functions 

and overflow.) 

And the food? 
Downtown’s Vidalia 
doesn’t have to worry 
about competition from 

Southern Hospitality, 

which Lupo, who helped open 

three Circa restaurants in the area, 
co-owns with his brother Peter. The 
guys hired Hugo Bonilla, previously 


of the original Busboys and Poets, 
to whip up a menu that also finds 
room for hummus, fried calamari, 
burgers and rack of lamb. 

Southern Hospitality’s fried 
chicken is pounded thin and 
breaded as if it were a schnitzel. The 
accompanying greens lack tang, but 
the mac and cheese is as gooey and 
soothing as you want it to be. Pulled 
pork barbecue is so soupy it ought 
to come with a spoon. And where 
are the smoky notes and the crisp 
bits in the sandwich? Shrimp and 
grits are decent; I'd lose the chopped 
asparagus, though. Of what I tried, 
the dish that most resembles its 
inspiration is probably that meaty 
jambalaya, each bite teasing with 
gentle heat. 

Expect heaping helpings. 
One of Lupo’s goals, he says, is to 
make sure his patrons “leave full.”

ACT I 


Following a masked ball, the arrogant rake Don Giovanni unsuccessfully 
attempts to woo Donna Anna, leading to a duel with her father, the 
Commendatore. Giovanni kills the Commendatore and flees, with the help of 
his trusty servant Leporello, leaving Donna Anna with her fiancé Don Ottavio. 
They swear vengeance on the masked murderer. 


The next morning, after brushing off his former lover Donna Elvira, the Don 
tries to seduce another young woman, the beautiful Zerlina. But before he 
can complete his seduction, the scorned Elvira intervenes and exposes the 
Don’s true intentions.

Famed TV host and 
‘Moon River’ singer 
Andy Williams dies 


Andy Williams, whose languid 
crooning style and disarming pres- 
ence propelled him to recording and 
television stardom in the 1960s, with 
hits including “Moon River” and the 
inescapable holiday jingle “It’s the 
Most Wonderful Time of the Year,” 
died Tuesday at his home in Bran- 
son, Mo. He was 84. 

He died after a yearlong battle 
with bladder cancer. 

Williams’ entertainment career 
spanned eight decades, starting 
when he was an 8-year-old singer 
performing at church socials in his 
native Iowa. With his radiant smile, 
chiseled dimples and earnest per- 
sonality, he conveyed an unfailing- 
ly wholesome image throughout his 
career — sometimes to his dismay. 
All too often, he wrote in his mem- 
oir, he was perceived as a “farm boy 


Inthe 1960s, Andy Williams was a popu- 
lar recording artist and television host. 

There was a seemingly effortless 
warmth in Williams’ tenor voice, 
but it was a hard-earned achieve- 
ment after years of practice in small 
clubs and on the road.

“T still think ’'m not as good as 
anybody else,” he told an interviewer 
as he approached retirement. 

Williams’ heyday spanned the 
life of his musical variety TV pro- 
gram, “The Andy Williams Show,” 
which aired on NBC from 1962 to 
1967 and again from 1969 to 1971. 
The Christmas specials that spun 
off from the show ran for decades 
afterward, featuring celebrity car- 
olers as well as members of the Wil- 
liams family. The specials became 
television staples for generations 
of viewers and epitomized the sea- 
son as much as department store 
Santas. 

Williams, who sold millions of 
records, found his greatest com- 
mercial success with anodyne 
pop and yuletide music, which 
yielded more than a dozen hits.
